The original contract was -slgne.1 In 1S52 and would fill almost n page of 


.1 newspaper. 


When the hall was burned,In 1S!>" and the cjjy contemplated rebuilding, 


the city council called for. an opinion from City Solicitor Qua setting forth 
the enisling agreement with the railroad and the terms unon^which the 
hall could he rebuilt. 


That opinion covers the original contract or lease nnd four subsequent 


contracts modifying In some degree the original. That being so. It will at 
once be apparent how complicated the matter had become nnd how neces- 
sary It was to get a lawyer to throw some light upon the whole subject. 


Under the original contract the railroad company erected tlio building 


ana charged tho city the amount of the cost over JC5.72C.93. The building 
above the first story was then leased to the city for the term of 959 years 
at an annual rental of JIM. 


One condition was. that for thirty years thereafter the main room on 


the second floor should be used as a public hall. 


. There was another stipulation which was that after the expiration of 


thirty years from the date of contract the^rallroa<] company should have 
the privilege of purchasing the city's Interest In the premises. Ami 
after 


the same period of thirty years the city wns to have the privilege of idling 
Its Interests to any private party to be used for any purpose not requiring 
the use of machinery.

By a subsequent contract, July 1. 1SS2, 
the thirty year period was ex- 


tended to fifty years and by the new contract signed before Huntington hall 
was rebuilt or March 15. 1900. the fifty year term was extended lo seventy-- 
five years after which period, or In 1927. the railroad can force the purchase 
of tlie city's Interest In the premises and thereafter also the city will have 
the right to sell Its interest to private parties provided" the contract bo not 
terminated before. 


But In extending this period In which the railroad cannot seize tho prop- 


erty, the lessors raised the rental from 1450 to $7!iO, the amount to be paid, 
annually for nine hundred and ninety-nine years by the city of Lowqll un- 
der the present lease.

The city has covenanted to heat by stc.im the fol- 


lowing rooms:

There are few pajjca In recent Amer- 


ican history that rival In Interest the 
out1 devoted to the genesis and develop- 
ment of the interstate commerce act. 
At the close of the civil war railroads 
bcffjio to spring Into existence with 
nmnKlng rapidity. Short linos which 
had been built as feelers became trunks 
with a network of brandies on every- 
side. Some of them crossed tho conti- 
nent, and many so called systems bi- 
sected several states in their course 
from start to terminal. Owing to the 
enormous mileage constructed and the 
frequent building of parallel lines com- 
petition became Intense, and as a re- 
sult discriminating and unfair methods 
soon put the agricultural interests of 
the country—which of necessity were 
most deeply concerned In the carrying 
problem—on the defensive and In time 
produced u strong antagonism between 
tho railroads and the public. This gen- 
eral 'dissatlsfactlon was strengthened 


by the rise of various powerful corpo- 
rations which were able to accumulate 
enormous treasure by their ability to 
influence the carrying trade and by dis- 
crimination in rates lo drive individual 
dealers and small companies out of 
business. 


The evil became so unendurable that 


some of the states began to seek a 
remedy in legislation. Some of them 
created railroad commissions clothed 
with drastic powers to fix maximum 
rutey and to superintend all the minu- 
tiae of railroad management. The Htato 
of Massachusetts wns content to under- 
take advisory powers. 
The states In 


the great grain growing belt were un- 
able to enforce thulr radical im-asnres 
of railroad reform, and the offenders 
declined to accept the advice of tho 
Hay State, excellent though it undoubt- 
edly was.

A general demand arose for federal 


Intervention. 
National rcculnllon of 


tratilc was recommended by President 
Arthur In 1SS:J( but It was not until 
four years later nnd after debate suUl- 
clcnt to revise the-|*>llcy of a govern- 
ment that the act bocamo a law. Under 
tliu provisions of this law all common 
carriers by rail or by rail and water 
are subject to control. It prohibits Kpo- 
clnl rates to Individuals and declares 
that no particular locality or kind of 
trafllc.shall be given a preference. It 
prohibits the practice of. making higher 
rales for a short distance than for a 
long one except by authority of the 
commission. 
U makes unlawful any 


arrangement 
between roads to pool 


trafllc and divide the proceeds. It In- 
sists that all roads shall make their 
rates public and shall not change them 
without proper§notice.

FTER an inten-al of 


several years of com- 
parative silence upon 
the matter tho discus- 
sion over capital pun- 
ishment 
for 
women, 


pro and con, has re- 


cently been reopened with nil its old 
time vigor. Tho circumstances which 
brought about a revival of the subject 
were the conviction and condemnation 
to death of two women, Mary A. Kog- 
erc of Vermont and Knto Kdwnrds of 
Pennsylvania, for the murder of their 
husbands and the subsequent exhaus- 
tive effort of a philanthropic hnd sym- 
pathetic woman of wealth and leisure 
to save them from the gallows. 


In both cases the crimes were atro- 


cious and the details revolting. 
In 


both Instances the motive was the bas- 
est known to civilization. Both of the 
unfortunate women had prefaced the 
cwful final criminality with tho most 
unwomanly nnd unpardonable fault. 
There was absolutely nothing In the 
sickening history of the crimes to tem- 
per the most exacting judgment, ex- 
cept—and the exception In this case Is 
the entire contention—the fact that 
(hey are women. 


There Is no doubt whatever that tho 


infliction of the death penalty upon'n 
woman Is abhorrent to civilized man- 
kind in general. It Is also a fact that 
the fecllns of moral abasement which 
Is attendant on every such execution 
is rather stronger In men than In wo- 
men. For men there Is always the n<l- 
<lltlon.il reflection that the consummate 
.test of chivalry has been violated. 
This nentlmcnt was especially marked 
during the administration' of Governor 
Hoosevelt nt the time of the execution 
of Mra. M.mha Place, tho first woman 
to suffer the death penalty of electro- 
cution, which Imd bfen devised by tho 
«ta(o of Xcw York from commendable 
humanitarian motives. In tho 8tru0gle

that was made to savo the miserable 
woman from the killing current It wns 
urged rather llloglcally.but most pathet- 
ically, that It was both unmanly and 
undignified lf> condemn a woman to a 
death the merits of which had not yet 
been sufllclcntly demonstrated by men.

Tho execution of Mrs. Druse nnil tho 


suddenness with which tho newspapers 
dropped a subject which for months 
had occupied n prominent place In 
their columns led to the assumption 
that, (he new campaign uicaliist thu ex- 
ecution of women hud been abandoned 
That thin wart not HO, however, was 
made manifest when It was learnci 
that during the same year a number 
of permanent organizations looking to 
that end had been formed. The case of 
Mrs. Placo brought about some activ- 
ity among these organizations, but her 
case had never been as nationally dis- 
cussed ns that of Mrs. Druse, and tho 
activity wan naturally moro nearly lo- 
cal. 


With, reference lo Mrs. Rogers and 


Mrs. Kdwnrds and tho efforts In their 
behalf there has been that disadvan- 
tage. In tho case of the former at least, 
that until recently no one Imagined that 
the cxtremo penalty would bo Imllctcd. 
But when the legislature refused to 
pass a bill to abolish capital punish- 
ment and Immediately thereafter defeat' 
eil a measure looking to tho commuta- 
tion of tho scntcnco of Mrs. Rogers to 
one of life Imprisonment the advocates 
of tho abolishment of tho death 'pen- 
alty for women realized that Ihcy had 
very little tlmo In which to work. Pe- 
titions wero at once dent In blank to 
the women's orgunlzatloim In various 
portions of the country, parconnl ap- 
peals wero made to tho governors of 
Pennsylvania, nnd Vermont, nnd ad- 
dresses to tho people of tho United 
.States wcro sent out through tho press 
associations. 


For soino reason tho case of tho Rog- 


ers woman In Vermont has excited 
more sympathy nnd attracted moro at- 
tention than that of tho Kdwards wo- 
man, though It Is dllllcult to nnil In ci- 
ther irttlmtln extenuating circumstance. 
Thu governor of Vermont has no au- 
thority to pardon a prisoner convicted 
of a capital crime, but ha max grant

reprieve!", so that In tho case of an ex- 
ecutive who might disapprove of an ex- 
ecution It would ue a nlmplo matter to 
delay It until the end of bin term. 


Michigan was tho first stoto to abolish 


the death penalty. It was ns long ago 
as 1847, ami she seems never to havo 
had cause to regret 1L Her criminal 
statistics make nn excellent compara- 
tive showing. In 1862 the little state of 
Rhodo Island followed Michigan's ex- 
ample, nnd a year later Wisconsin bo- 
cnmo the third of a trio of states which. • 
abandoned "legal murder." It was al- 
most twenty years afterward 
befor« 


there wns any addition to the. list. In 
tho latter part of 1S72 Iowa cleared her 
statute book of the Instltirtlon, and four 
years from that tlmo Malno began th» 
experiment. After, a trial period cov- 
ering three years Iowa becamo; con- 
vinced that .crime was on the Incrcaso 
anuVrestored the major penalty. Cali- 
fornia also made nn unsuccessful ex- 
periment. In Kansas tho signature-of 
tho governor la necessary before n sen- 
tence of capital punishment may be 
carried out. Even tho stato of New : 
York, with Its cosmopolitan population. : 
once tried to do without the tcrrlbla ' 
corrective, but It was found to bo Im- ; 
practicable. Tho total number of le- \ 
gal executions In tho United States 
during 1301 was 105.

wcro for murder. In many of the utatej 
tho presiding Judge is empowered to 
change tho supremo penalty to life im- 
prisonment, and In some of them th» 
trial Jury Is given tho same authority. 


It Is indicative of tho.growing tend- 


<ncy to abandon legal death that so fow 
oonvlctlons'nre secured in tho United 
States. Tho averngo number of mur- 
ders for tho last fow years In tho Un- 
on has been about 1,500. Tho avcraga 
number of executions has been rather, 
ess than IS5. It Is nn actual fact that 
ho number of lynehlnRs In somo ye»r* 
las exceeded tho legal execution!..

as Middlesex Village was once John 
Sagamore's plantation, when tho In- 
diana owned the land.

Severn! other bouses and landmarks 
..-or? pointed out nnd bits of history or 
humorous stories connected with thein 
were passed out by the speaker. Judge 
Dadley finally nrrlved at the old tuv- 
rrn. one of the most pronounced land- 
marks In the village. He snld tb.it Mr. 
Jacob Howard was the first keeper of 
the taveiti so far ns he. the speaker, 
liuijw. Once.upon a time there wns a 
slcin over the door to the old tavern that 
re.id,/"D J'oor Tavern." Jud^o Hadley 
snld thnt the sign did not bear nny 
punctuation marks and the Inference. 
lii> raid, wns not In favor of the house. 
The speaker read some old Invitations 
that ho had received to parties in tho 
village and on one of them notice was 
given that dancing -would commence at 
6 o'clock, and In every case Mr. S. I'. 
Hartley was asked to take his girl 
along. Tom Parker, tho speaker said-, 
"liddled" In the old tavern nnd he \v«s 
DUO of tho most popular men In the 
village with' the young folk.. 


In speaking of tho growth of the vil- 


lage Judge Dndley said, that It grew 
rapidly from ISM to 1S30. The Middle- 
sex road was hnllt Into this city about 
ISIS, und that helped lo expand the vll- 
Inge. Among the <Md resldc-its men- 
tioned by Judge Hndley were Capt. 
Tyler nnd Mrs. Rebecca Warren, widow 
of Joseph Warren, for whom Warren 
street In this city was named.

The lightship left New Bedford last 


Monday for tho South Shoals to relieve 
tho other light vessel, but encountered 
a heavy ice field and was forced nsliore 
The crew remained by t tho ship and have 
thrown overboard much of licr cargo of 
coal to lighten her.

der Azola ami tugs, but after falling to 
move the light vessel, tho Hist returned 
to that city.

PANAMA ROAD^ 


TRAINS WILL BE RUN NIGHT AND

THE HUNTINT.TON' HALL LUASIS AXD ITS CONDITION. 


Editor of Sun, 
Dear Sir:—Will you please plve your readers some Unlit on the HuntltiKton Hall 


• lease. 
Is the city'obliged to rebuild the hall or Is the lease terminated? On what 


' conditions can the cliy withdraw from the contract with the railroad company?

There Is a good deal nbout the lease under which the city of I/nvell 


held the HunttnEton hall site nnd bulldlni; from the Fioston and Lowell rail- 
road corporation nnd Its successor, the Boston and 
Maine, 
which 
Is not 


clearly understood by our citizens generally. 


The orlclnal contract was signed In IS52 nnd would 1111 almost a page of 


a newspaper. 


When the hall wns b'.irned In 1S07 and the city contemplated rebuilding, 


the city council called for nn opinion from City Solicitor Qua setting forth 
the cxlstlnc aBreemenl with the railroad nnd the terms upon which tho 
hall could be rebuilt. 


That opinion covers the original contract or lease nml four subsequent 


contracts modlfylnc In some decree the orlcinal. That being .so. It will at 
'once be apparent how complicated the matter had become nnd how neces- 
sary It was to get a lawyer to throw some light upon the whole subject. 


Under the original contract the rallro.iil company erected the building 


and charged the city the amount of the cost over J25.72C.D3. The building 
above the first story was then leased to the city for the term of 059 years 
at an annual rental of $4HO. 


One condition was, that for thirty years thereafter the main room on 


the second floor should be used as a public ball. 


There was another stipulation which wns that after tho expiration of 


thirty years from the date of contract the railroad company 
should 
have 


the privilege of purchasing the city's interest In the premises. And 
after 


the same period of thirty years the city wns to have the privilege of veiling 
ItR Interests to any private party to be used for any purpose not requiring 
the use of machinery. 


By a subsequent contract. July 1, 1SS2. the thirty year period wns ex- 


tended to fifty years and by the new contract signed before Huntlngton hall 
was rebuilt or March IS, 1500, the fifty year term was extended to seventy- 
five years after which period, or in 1927, the railroad can force the purchase 
of the city's interest In the premises nnd thereafter also tbe city will have 
the right to sell Its Interest to private parties provided the contract be not 
terminated before. 


But In extending this period In which tho railroad cannot seize the prop- 


erty, the lessors raised the rental from 5450 to $700, the amount to be paid 
annually for nine hundred and ninety-nine years by the city of Lowell un- 
der the present lease. 
I 


But this Is not all. 
Tho city has covenanted to heat by steam the fol- 


lowing rooms: 


(1) The bagsage room as now located or ns It may be enlarged or located. 
(2) The express office in said building. 
(S) The men's -waiting room' and water closet. 
(4) The women's waiting room and water closet. 
(5) The ticket olHce. 
, 


(6) Tho conductors' room. 
(7) Tl)0.room"used In said building now used ns a harbor shop. 
K a. money value were, placed upon the fuel, the stcamplpcs arid the ser- 


vices of fireman, necessary In heating all these rooms It Is plain that a very 
considerable sum would have to be added to the rental of $750. It would cer- 
tainly ralac the; total to $1050, the amount which the railroad company pays 
the Locks and Canals company for tho land under Its.original lease. 


Xow ns to tho conditions of rebuilding they arc set forth In the original 


contract. They provide that the foundation covering ovor the canal, the walls 
and roof will be rebuilt by the railroad company, that the city shall pay one, 
half the expcnso for foundation and roof f nnd 
the total 
exponso of reflito 


l»hlng the entire building from the first story to tho roof together with tho 
«ntranco way* and stairways.

that already prominent body. Senator 
Cockrell's term In tho senate will ex- 
pire on March 4, and It is understood 
that ho will not assume tliu duties of 
tho new position until tlmt lime. He 
will succeed • James D. Yeomana of 
Iowa, whoso term as commissioner ex- 
pired on Jan. 7. There was some ques- 
tion as to the old commissioner's ability 
to hold over until his successor Is ready 
to assume the duties of the olllce. but 
tho president reappolntcd Mr. Yeornans 
for a term Vhlch will expire at the tlmo 
Senator Cockrell Is at liberty. 


There arc few pages In recent Amer- 


ican history that rival In Interest tho 
one devoted lo the ger\esfs and develop- 
ment of tho~-interstate commerce act. 
At the close of the.civil war railroads 
began to spring Into existence with 
amazing rapidity. Short lines which 
had been built as feelers became trunks 
with a network of branches on every 
side. Some of thorn crossed tho conti- 
nent, and many so called systems bi- 
sected several states in their course 
from start .to terminal. Owing to tho 
enormous 'mileage constructed and the 
frequent building of parallel lines com- 
petition became Intense, and as a re- 
sult discriminating and unfair methods 
soon put the agricultural Interests of 
.the country—which of necessity were 
most deeply concerned In the currying 
problem—on the defensive arid In time 
produced a strong antagonism between 
the railroads and the public. This gen- 
eral 'dissatisfaction was strengthened 


by the rise ot various powerful corpo- 
rations which were able to accumulate 
enormous treasure by their ability.to 
Influence tho carrying trade and by dis- 
crimination In rates to drive Individual 
dealers and smalt ' companies oul of 
business. 
- 


Tho'evll became KO unendurable that 


some of the states began to seek a 
remedy In legislation. Koine of them 
created railroad commissions clothed 
with drastic powers to fix maximum 
rates and to superintend all tho minu- 
tiae of railroad management. The state 
of Massachusetts wau content lo under- 
lako advisory powers. Tho states In 
the great grain growing belt were un- 
able lo enforce their radical measures 
of railroad reform, and the offenders 
declined to accept tho ndvlco of thn 
Hay State, excellent though It undoubt- 
edly was.

The circumstances which 
brought about n revival of the subject 
were the conviction and condemnation 
to death of two women, Mary A. Rog- 
ers of Vermont and Kate Edwards of 
Pennsylvania, for the murder of their 
husbands and tho *subseo.ucnt exhaus- 
tive effort of a philanthropic and sym- 
pathetic woman of wealth and leisure 
to savc'them from the gallows. 


In both cases the crimes were atro- 


cious and the details revolting. 
In 


both Instances tho motive was tho bas- 
est known to civilization. Both of the 
unfortunate women had prefaced the 
awful final criminality with tho most 
unwomanly and unpardonable 
fault. 


There was absolutely nothing In tho 
sickening history of the crimes to tem- 
per the most exacting judgment, ex- 
cept—and tho exception In this caso is 
the entire contention—tho fact that 
they arc women.

There Is no doubt whatever that tho 


Infliction of tho death penalty upon a 
woman Is abhorrent to civilized man- 
kind In general. It Is also a fact that 
the feeling of moral, abasement which 
Is rtltcndan^ on every such' execution 
Is rather stronger In men than In wo- 
men.
